as well as great is illustrated in all the 
affairs of life, but especially in the busi- 
ness careers of those who attain positions 
of trust. To be successful they must 
maintain a high reputation in and out of 
business hours, and this they can only 
do by keeping constant control of their 
appetites and passions. Over-indulgence 
In anything which unfits them for the 
performance of their business duties will 
injure their reputation and put a check 
upon their promotion. Some who avoid 
liquor as a very obvious source of injury 
to reputation are not socareful in guard- 
ing against over-indulgence of the appe- 
tite for other things. One may overfeed 
and render his mind dull and sluggish ; 
another may tire himself out in theeven- 
ings by attendance at balls, by overstudy 
or by too much reading. In any case, i f 
his habits, good or bad in themselves, 
lead to exhaustion o£ his nervous energy 
so that be goes to his daily work listless 
and tired he is incapable of rendering 
full service, and will surely be passed by 
his companion who keeps Ins appetites 
under control and reserves his best 
powers for the service of his employer. 
The remark is often made by young and 
inexperienced men that they have a right 
to do as they please during off hours; 
that their employer pays tliem only for 
certain hours of the day and that the 
intervening period is at their own dis- 
posal, free from control. That is true 
only in a limited sense. One's duty to 
an employer requires him to be in per- 
fect condition during the hours o£ labor 
to do his appointed task. He may do as 
he pleases with his leisure hours only on 
condition that the use he may make of 
them shall leave him in good condition 
for the next day's work. If he shall 
habitually neglect to take needful rest, 
or shall be intemperate in eating or 
drinking, and shall in consequence re- 
turn to his daily labors dulled in intel- 
lect, lacking in energy or witb. nerves 
disordered, ne has unfitted himself for 
the best service. His employer may not 
dictate to him how he shall spend hia 
leisure hours, but he may, and doubtless

exhausts himself during his leisure hours 
with diversions havm;; no relation to his 
business. And this knowledge is quite 
sufficient to determine which of the two 
should be given a higher price. Thus 
the young man who has his appetites 
and passions under control so that he is 
always fitted to do his day's work is put 
insensibly in the line of promotion, while 
he who is self-indulgent; and pays no 
heed to his employer's interests except 
during the appointed hours of labor is 
passed by and either suffers degradation 
or fails to get advancement. The young 
man can scarcely observe these things 
for himself as the social movement is 
quite slow. 
When, however, he has 


reached middle age he can look back, 
and, reviewing the life history of liis 
friends and acquaintances, he will find 
that those who have risen have, as a 
rule, kept firm control of themselves and 
that those who have failed to advance 
have h id some fault, perhaps a trivial 
one, which has injured their reputation 
There are, of course, other elements of 
success or of failure and good or bad 
fortune, tbat is chance, plays some part 
in the life history of men; but the im- 
portant element, after all, is character, 
and that can be established and main- 
tained only bv those whn maintain com- 
plete control over themselves.—Jlaltn.

Government currency is to drift to the 
money centres, and there, when its vol- 
ume is too great for the uses of legiti- 
mate trade, inciting to inflation and 
speculation. Once at the great centres 
it stays there, and this is tbe cause of 
the dearth of money in tbe West and 
South. It is the real reason for tbat 
honest cry (of which dishonest leaders 
take advantage and fan into a dangerous 
flame)—the cry for more money—which 
ever and anon sweeps into a whirlwind, 
now for silver, now for State money, 
now for flat money, for people's money, 
money on farm mortgages, money pet- 
capita, by the barrel, tons of it, millions 
and millions! I do not wonder that our 
Representatives from 
those regions 


which have been denuded of the natural 
right of a community, the right to bank- 
notes, feel tbat they must heed this cry. 


There ia a good honest remedy for all 


this. It is through the permission of 
note-issue to banks, without specially 
pledged security, under proper general 
supervision. We have this supervision 
in almost complete psrfeetion in the 
national system. But the banks are 
now held down to an issue of 90 per cent 
against par of bonds. There is no pro- 
lit in this and so no relief, because banks 
will absolutely refuse to put out a single 
note voluntarily unless there is a profit 
in it. The issue must eventually be not 
against bond security, but against tbe 
general assets of the bank with provis- 
ion for daily redemption so tbat tbe 
notes will stay to do their work in their 
own neighborhood, thus clothing them 
with all the advantages claimed for 
State-bank issues, but witb none of the 
dangers. The real want thus met, tbe 
dangerous, ignorant but honest cry for 
money will cease. Above all and before 
all, Government money, the legal ten- 
ders, must be wiped ont. They are 
danger-bieeders, inoculated with iiat 
poison, clumsy, unscientific and out of 
place. Tbe Government must go out of 
banking, a business which it is manifest- 
ly unfitted for, and a business which has 
proved disastrous to governments in 
every Historical instance.—WILLIAM C.

THE KOAD BILL. 


Under the new road bill now before 


the Legislature, appropriating *5 000,000 
for the purpose, there will be appointed 
a township road committee and county 
road engineer. The money to be dis- 
bursed by the state treasurer upon order 
of the secretary of internal affairs, when 
this order is accompanied by the sworn 
statement of 
township committees 


countersigned by the county road engi- 
neer. 


The appropriation is to be expended 


outside of cities and boroughs pro rata, 
according to the population of each 
county, on such roads as the secretary 
of internal affairs aud the county engi- 
neer and township committee shall agree 
upon. All such roads shall be known 
as State roads and will be kept in re- 
pair by the State. The local committee 
will consist of five men, who shall serve 
four years without compensation except 
expenses. Tbe pay of the engineer shall 
be not less than $800 a year and actual 
expenses.

Cotton-Seed Feed. 


A Sew Thing. 


Within the past year a new feed bear- 


ing the above name has been largely ad- 
vertised. It contains one part of cotton- 
seed meal and five parts of cotton-seed 
hulls, ground together, and is sold in 
bulk at 411.50 per ton. The Pennsylva- 
nia experiment station has given it a 
test, and finds that its composition bears 
out its maker's statements. Two ex- 
periments were made with dairy cows, 
to test its value as feed for milk and 
butter. In the first experiment a ration 


- --*f cotton-seed feed and bran produced 


18 per cent less milk and 10 per cent less 
butter than one of corn fodder, mixed 
hay, corn meal, and cotton-aeed meal 
containing the same amount o£ dry inatr 
ter. The estimated net profit per cow 
per day was 17 per cent less on the cot- 
ton-seed feed ration than on the hay and 
fodder ration, In the second experi- 
ment, a ration of cotton-seed feed, bran, 
and Buffalo gluten meal produced 15 
per cent less milk and six per cent less 
butter than a ration of clover hay, corn 
meal, bran, and Buffalo gluten meal' 
containing 2 1-4 Ibs more grain and 3-4 
Ib more coarse fodder. The net profit 
per day and head, in this case, was four 
per cent Jess on the clover hay ration 
than on the cotton-seed feed ration, but 
it is probable that the cows on the clover 
hay ration were somewhat overfed. 


The general conclusion drawn from 


these investigations is that cotton-seed 
feed is to expensive in proportion to the 
amount of food which It contains to suc- 
cessfully compete, on equal terms, with 
ordinary dairy feeds at average prices. 
This conclusion was evidently arrived at 
by the Pennsylvania station on' the ba- 
sis of cotton-seed meal being 33 per cent 
higher in price than it is to-day, and 
also takes' no account of the superior 
manurial value of cotton-seed meal. 
At its present price, hundreds of prac- 
tical and scientific milk producers find 
from actual experience that cotton-seed 
meal gives them very large returns for 
their money.—Jim. Agriculturist.

It is a good 
time to study the problem of good roads, 
and make resolutions regarding them 
another winter, but in the summer the 
question of taxation will take tha pref- 
erence. Now is the time to estimate 
how much you are losius; from bad roads.

Animals cannot be fed by a rule. 


Kach one must receive what it may re- 
quire, and this can be only knowa by ob- 
servation. Animals differ, and the quan 
tity of food that may satisfy the demand 
of one may be insufficient for another. 


A heavvapplication of ground-bone wil 


produce excellent results for severa 
years, for the reason that the bone gives 
off its particles slowly, and is not dis 
solved for several seasons. For imme- 
diate results acidulated rock or bone 
superphosphate should be used. In the 
latter form there is always a fair propor 
tion of nitrogen. 


Apple orchards are numerous, and in 


Pennsylvania and New York every farm 
has an orchard, but when the trees we e 
planted proper attention was not given 
the varieties of apples. 
This applies 


mostly to old orchards. If apples are 
properly treated as a crop, rather than 
to partly occupy the ground while some 
other crop is grown between the trees, 
the orchard will give an excellent return 
especially if proper methods for harvest- 
ing and storing the fruit are practiced. 


Plowiag should begin just as soon as 


it can be done on the approach of spring. 
If the frost leaves the ground and the 
land is plowed, the late frosts will pul- 
verize it. Proper preparation of the 
soil for a crop should be made by using 
not only the plow, but the pulverizer, 
cultivator and harrow. The soil should 
be made flne before seed is planted

Every farmer is, or ought to be in- 


terested in protecting his owu products, 
and every pound of butter properly made 
and sold at a fair valuation is a paying 
factor in the interest of every other 
butter maker. 


Farmers who figure on their profits 


should endeavor to estimate the ex- 
pense incurred in loss of fertility sold in 
. the produce. This fertility must be re- 


turned to the soil or the succeeding crops 
will be lessened correspondingly. 


Onions must be in the ground early 


and they can stand quite a frost. Seta 
are used in this section in preference to 
seed. It is useless to attempt to secure 
a large yield unless the ground is made 
very rich. Spread the finest and besl 
manure you have on the plot for onions 


Hot beds for early plants may be pre- 


pared, and the manure put in later. 
Save fresh horse manure that is free 
from litter, keeping it in a eool place so 
that it will not begin to heat until want- 
ed for use. 


Xow tbat the tools must be kept in or- 


der, the grindstone will be found 01" val- 
uable service. A grindstone pays for 
itself every year. 


Although farmers may not find beef 


cattle profitable, yet prices are twice ag 
high now as they weie half a century 
ago. Fanners then found cattle profita- 
ble, and such should be the case at tbe 
present day, as breeds are superior to 
thorn of former days, and facilities for 
transportation to market are more num- 
erous. The largest profits are obtain- 
ed when the breed are resorted to for 
obtaining size and quality.

Improving- a Farm. 


The following is the question, of a 


subscriber, to the editer of the Country 
Gentleman, and the editor's answer- 


"I own a farm in Bntler county Pa 


56 acres. When I bought it, I went on 
with a farmer, single man. We lived 
together m the house, and did our own 
farming. I knew very little of the bus 
•ness, except what I learned while a bo 
vigiting neighborincj farmers durin 
summer or fall. My hired man was 
good farmer, but careless.

years we labored hard, but did not ma] 
more than the taxes and interest. 


I then let it to a family for „.„. 
years, who were to bring it up by manu 
mg, Ac., but this family left it afte 
their time in a worse condition th 
when they went on it. 


I have now given it to an hones 


hard-working man, but he is poor. 
gave him the place two years free ej 
cept the taxes. We wish to put half t! 
place down in grass, timothy and clove 
or any other good urass that may su 
our climate. The farm appears to ne 
natural grass farm, as grass grows whe 
nothing else will. The soil is light an

have never plowed deeper than 7 to 
inches, and most of the plowing h;

"If all the farm but 10 acres could b; 


cultivated much as it has been (for it i: 
never advisable to make radical change: 
without careful and full consideration 
and about 10 acres thoroughly summer 
fallowed—tbat is, plowed four or five 
times, at a good deptli during the sum 
mer, with suitable harrowing and rollint. 
after the plowing—the stones gatheret 
off and the field sowed at the appropriate 
time in rye or wheat, and two or three 
hundred pounds of a high grade corn 
mercial fertilizer drilled in with the seed, 
the field should be in a proper conditiot 
to seed down and become profitable 
future. 


If timothy hay is desired, sow, about 


a week after the rye or wheat has been 
put in, six quarts of timothy seed per 
acre. It should not be sowed at the 
time that the wheat is, for fear that the 
wheat plants may be weakened by the 
winter, and, in that case, the timothy 
which is a much hardier plant, would 
assert itself in early spring, and might 
seriously injure the yield of the wheat. 


Should the wheat come through the 


winter In poor condition, a small dress- 
ingof some nitrogenous fertilizer should 
be sowed upon it in early spring to 
revive it. Before free/ing has ceased, 
one quart of alsike clover seed might be 
broadcasted. 
This will not seriously 


injure the selling price of the hay on the 
general market. If it is to be fed at 
home, the clover will very much im- 
prove it. 


If clover is largely desired, then sow 


one to two quarts of timothy in the fall 
as above, and a mixture of live quarts of 
common red clover, aud one quart of 
alsike clover early in the spring as 
above. 


If the land is kept hereafter as a 


timothy meadow, when it is two years 
old, harrow it well, and spread over the 
surface some farm manures, or apply- 
some commercial fertilizer 
rich in 


nitrogen. 
If the land is in clover, it 


may go into corn after the clover has 
Stood one year. 
It is probable that 


owing to the many enemies of the clover 
plant which have recently appeared, it 
will not give a good yield for two years, 
so had better be plowed up. 


If the farm is gone over, one field at a 


time, and thoroughly fallowed aud clean- 
ed of weeds and the larger stones, and 
fed with farm manures or fertilizers, 
there should be no difficulty in bringing 
all the land up to a high state of cultiva- 
tion in a few years. Some of the fields 
near the buildings should be devoted to 
potatoes, small fruit or such classes of 
plants as would require more labor than 
the wheat or hay, and would bring from 
three to ten times as much income per 
acre as the ordinary crops. 


There are so many factors to be 


studied in successful agriculture that it 
is only possible, in a short article, to 
give a small fraction of the knowledge 
which should be possessed, if farming is 
to be made really pleasant and success- 
ful. 


Hereafter, on all land which usually 


has no crop upon it during the winter, 
sow as early in the fall as possible-mid- 
August is not too early—five to six 
pounds of crimsom clover seed per acre 
ail a catch crop. 11 should be put i n one 
or more inches deep, if possible, if sowed 
early in the year, as there is not likely to 
be enough moisture to start germination 
at the surface of the ground. Crimson 
clover is an annual and should bloom in 
Allegbany county by the last of May, it- 
it is sowed early in the preceeding year. 


In addition to these factors, it would 


be well to stock the farm heavily, pur- 
chase some concentrated foods, and 
produce milk, early lambs, mutton, pigs 
and chickens in order to have an income 
every day in the year; and keep the 
hands at work in the winter in order to 
form crude, cheap products into concen- 
trated high-priced ones, and furnish 
fertility by means of manure for future 
crops. 


BLANKET THE HORSES. 


Did you ever stop to think of the val- 


ue of a blanket to the colt or work horsie ? 
"What a foolish question ?" I can hear 
many farmers exclaim, followed by "a 
blanket is only for city horses, I want 
my horses tough." My friend, did you 
ever notice how much more food it takes 
for you when it is cold and how much 
extra clothing you put on ? A horse is 
remarkably thin skinned and in a draft of 
the stable or a cold stall suffers acutely. 
Hh food does him but little good when 
he is In this condition. Much of it passes 
through completefy undigested and it re- 
quires at least one-third more food, good 
judges say. Good strong blankets are 
cheap and will pay for themselves In the 
food saved in a month. Then think of 
the better appearance of the horse with 
his soft, smooth silky coat.

Repairing Fences. 


There will be more or less fence re- 


pairing or making to be done every 
spring. Of course posts or stakes can- 
not be set until the frost is out and the 
ground has dried somewhat; but be- 
cause of this, one need not defer all the 
work. If an old fence is to be cleared 
away the greater part of the work can 
be done early, and the old material- 
particularly if the fence be a Virginia 
rail or a post and rail one—will be ready 
to be converted into firewood. This 
will dispose of it at once, and it will 
supply just the firewood needed for the 
cookstove in warm weather, for it will 
make a quick, hot fire that will die down 
rapidly. There is an advantage in do- 
ing this work now in addition to gaining 
time: if the hauling is done when the 
ground is frozen neither gullies nor 
clods will be made in the fields, as there 
will be if the work is deferred until the 
frost is out oi: the ground. We secure 
all these advantages by hauling the new 
material to its place at once. Further 
larger loads can be hauled when the 
ground is frozen solid than when it is 
muddy; and likely, if the hauling is done 
now, it can be done with the sled, which 
is more easily loaded or unloaded than a 
wagon.
